| banignawtl MORRISON'S half-hour. speech 
against the admission of the-Commu- 
nist party changed no minds at the Labor 
party conference. Everyone had made 
up his mind beforepand. “The conference 
voted 2,678,000 to 468,000 against Communist 
affiliation. 

Morrison spoke for the party’s national 
executive and his statement was directed 
against not merely allowing the Communist 
party. to become official working pattners 
with labor, but also to settle the issue, if pos- 
sible, for all time. Mr, Morrison's speech was 
a calculated fierce attack upon the Commu- 
nists. The conference then’ approved the 
amendment to the constitution which will 
deny affiliation to any party which has its 
distinctive program. and propaganda or 
“owes allegiance to-anf political organization 
situated abroad.” This ddes not affect labor’s 
present affiliates-such asthe Co-operative 
Party and trade unions, This amendment 
was approved 2,413,000 votes to 667,000. 


EHIND THESE decisive majorities lies 
an important shift of British Labor 
party opinion. Morrison. frankly admitted 
that as recently as three months ago the 
Communist party might have been admitted. 
Since then the Labor party’s attitude towards 
the Communists has cooled, just as British 
affection for former Russian allies has 
waned.
